The report of the Royal Commission 
oz the Importation of Store Cattle into 
Great Britain, ha8 now been made pub- 
lic, and a synopsig will be of interest 
to many of our readers, An outstand- 
ing fact is the declaration that this 
country’s cattle are free frofi any 
form of contagious disease that would 
necessitate their | exellision. The 
question resolves ‘itself then into one 
purely and simply of protection to the 
British interests involved. The con- 
clusions reached, Ae at the end of 
the report are: Thgt the admission of 
Canadian cattle for'the purposes other 
than ianmediate slaughter would tend 
to increase the meat supply of the 
United Kingdom; that such admission 
would tend to cheapen the meat sup- 
ply of the country; that tne importa- 
tion of Canadian stores would tend to 
satisfy..in' some measure the increas- 
ing demand for fresh homefed meat; 
that there is no substantial reason for 
believing that such admission would 


‘introduce disease among British cat- 


tle; that such admission would pro- 
mote the restoration in the number of 
livestock lost during the war; that the 
introduction of Canadian cattle would 
advantage the milk supply of Great 
Britain; that the cost of transporta- 
tion furnishes a certain measure of 
protection to the breeding interests-of 
Britain; that the chofters and ‘small 
farmers in the Highlands might. in 
some degree suffer from competition, 
and that the Irish farmers might ex- 
perience some diminution in their 
market.

Western W ool 


The wool from the farms of the 
provinces of Manitoba and Sas'iatche- 
wan sold through the wool-growers’ 
co-operative organization and graded 
by Dominion Government graders has 
graded lower, been harder to sell, and 
as a result fetched lower prices than 
that from other provinces. Not only 
is this true when the comparison is 
made with the range wool, where dif- 


‘|ferent breeding and conditions would 


justify the difference, but it is also’ 
true when these wools are compared 
with the domestic wools of Eastern 
Canada, where the flocks are of simt- 
lar breeding and are fed under farm 
conditions. ~'There is no inherent dis- 
advantage in the climatic or other 
conditions of these provinces to justi- 
fy this inferiority. It is due wholly 
te poor methods in the breeding, feed- 
ing and handling of the farm flocks, A 
few years ago the butter from these 
provinces had an equally bad reputa- 
tion, now it takes its place with the 
very best. That change was brought 
about by intelligent improvement in 
the dairy end of farming and butter- 
Sires A similar improvement 


_..|could be made in the quality of our 


wool, 

The faults in the wool which reduce 
the grade are chiefly two, viz. “burry 
and seedy” and “dark.” “Burry and 
seedy” is a trade term which covers 
more than burs and seeds. Any kind 
of vegetable matter ffm the wool will 
put it into this grade. Chaff is prob- 
ably the principal offender in western 
wool, and is very objectionable. It 
is impossible to get it all cleaned out 
by any known process, Most of it is 
removed but the operation is expen- 
sive. Some particles remain and get 
into the cloth. They will not take 
the dye and make an unsightly blem- 
ish in the cloth. Consequently wool 
buyers fight shy of “burry and seedy.” 
{Last year (1920) twenty per cent. of 
the Manitoba and Saskatchewan do- 
mestic wool graded “burry and seedy.” 
|The price of “low medium combing,” 
;which was our principal grade, was 
twenty cents; “burry and seedy” of 
the same quality brought fifteen and 
three-quarter cents. Consequently the 
‘loss on this grade was very serious. 

A conference of representatives of 
departments of agriculture and inter- 
jested organizations was held in Re- 
gina on August 4. The following 
{ Pecommnen cations were made by that 
conference: 

“(1) To eliminate “purry and seedy” 
wool— 

(a) Never allow sheep to run or feed 
@round straw stacks. 

(b) Use proper feeding racks tight- 
ly boarded to within six or seven in- 
thes of the ground so as to prevent 
l chaff getting into the neck and head 
wool. Use of slanting racks recom- 
mended on account of larger capacity 
/and allowing of easier filling, feeding 
openings to be six or seven inches 
vertically and about three inches wide. 

(c) If sheep are fed on the ground, 
never throw feed over ‘their backs. 
Keep sheep out of the yard while feed 
is being placed on the ground, provid- 
jing seperate yard in which to confine 
them while this is being done. 

(d) In selecting breeding animals, 
greater care should be exercised, 
special efforts being made to get rams 
and ewes ‘having dense, compact 
fleeces which will shed chaff and other 
refuse. ThiS does not necessarily in- 
volve cross-breeging but may be prac- 
tised within the breed now used. 

(e) If only the neck and shoulder of 
a fleece contain quantities of chaff or 
straw this portion of the fleece should 
be removed at shearing time and tied 
and sacked separately. This proced- 
it however, is net advised where the 


whole fleece is affected, but is desir- 
able where the removal of a small 
portion would raise the balance of the 
fleece into the straight grades,

A Dangerous Rock 
Has Magnetic Properties Which Affect | 
Ships’ Compasses 

The most dreaded and dangerous 
rock in the world is probably the lone- 
ly islet of Rockall, which is farther 
from the mainland than any other 
ock of its size, Like a dark iceberg 
{t rises out of the sea 260 miles from 
ithe north of Ireland and 290 miles 
‘from the Scottish mainland. It is of 
granite, conical in shape. Rockall 
‘possesses highly magnetic properties 
which often seriously affect ships’ 
| compasses. There is absolutely no 
hope of rescue for the crew of any 
vessel unfortunate enough to run upon 
‘it, for the waves dash over {ts sum- 
mit, and even in fafr weather the swell 
|makes it inaccessible. Many ships 
have crashed into Rockall, slid back

Glacier Runs Engines 


|Switzerland Is Utilizing Water As 
' Coal Is Scarce 

| Water power is used on an abund- 
lant scale in Switzerland, where coal 
has always been dear on account of 
jthe difficulties of transport. But even 
the rivers and waterfalls are not suf- 
jficlent to provide enough power for 
this thriving lttle country, and for 
lthe first time in history a giant gla- 
cler is to be made to work engines, 

This is the glacier known as the 
Bachilis. A special dam and reser- 
voir are to be bullt, and when the ice 
melts it is expected to provide a hun- 
dred million cubic feet of water, which 
will flow from the reservoir into. Lake 
Grimel. This extra supply of water 
will make it necessary to build two 
new power stations-which will gener- 
‘ate 210,000 horsepower. 

Water for power purposes is scarce 
in the Berne district, and a systema- 
tic harnessing of the glaciers has been 
(decided on, the Bachilis Glacier being 
‘the first to be tackled .

“A vendor came to my home the 
other day, asking me to buy some 
foods which he said he was selling on 
commission for a wholesale house. ~I 
felt very sorry for this man, and so I 
bought a number of things from him. 
So did my neighbors. We never 
heard of any of the brands before, and 
so we are wondering if they contain 
adulterants. I am enclosing a list of 
the foods. Could you tell me of any 
simple method by which a housewife 
can detect adulterants?” 

So writes a woman who probably 
tried to help in the problem of unem- 
ployment and yet has the health of 
her family at heart. + 

To detect adulterant in ground sof- 
fee shake some of it into cold water. 
Pure coffee usually floats, while the 
average adulterant sinks. Chicory 
colors the water a brownish red. 

To test your lemon extract to a test 
tube nearly filled with water add one 
teaspoonful of the extract. If the 
réal lemon is present it will come out 
of solution and will give a turbid ap- 
pearance to the solution and will form 
an oily layer on the top of the water. 
If the solution remains clear after 
diluting with water very little, if any, 
oll of lemon is present. 

To detect alum in baking powder 
put some logwood chips in a small 
agateware dish, cover with water 
lend “bring to a boll. Throw the 
water away. Do this three times, 
then save the fourth extract. Fill 
a test tube half full of water and add 
one level teaspoonful of the baking 
powder you to wish to test. 

Warm it and shake it until effer- 
vescence ceases, then add a drop or 
two of hydrochloric acid to make the 
solution acid. To this solution add 
four or five drops of the logwood ex- 
tract. A bluish red color indicates 
the presence of alum. A yellow col- 
jor shows its absence, Try a small 
bit of alum dissolved in water to be- 
come familiar with the color you 
should look for. eA 

To testMor artificial coloring in Jel- 
lies is the same test that we use for 
artificial coloring in candies. Place 
some of the sample in water and boll 
to dissolve it. Place in this liquid a 
few pieces of white woolen. yarn and 
|boll for five or ten minutes, stirring 
Occasionally. Remove the yarn and 
wash {n hot water. If it remains 
brightly colored the presence of arti- 
ficial dyes is shown. To make the 
test more certain, boll the yarn so 
colored in diluted ammonia for five 
minutes. The artifiicia) coloring mat- 
ter will dissolve in ammonia, ; 

If this is'colored, add hydrochloric 
acid drop by drop until the solution 
is acid, as tested by blue litmus paper. 
In this solution now place some fresh 
white yarn and boil. Remove and 
wash in water. If the yarn is color- 
ed the presence ‘of artificial dyes {is 
proved positively. 

The chemicals, test tubes, litmus 
paper and so on required in these 
tests can be obtained for a few 
cents at any drug store. An alco- 
hol lamp can be used as a source of
